A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Matsumoto et al. 

Matsumoto et al teaches in figure 1 forming lump patterns 4 in scribe lines 2 (see 
figurel). Square lump pattern shapes are shown. Reference to the use of low dielectric 
material is found in paragraph (0008) and the material layers are shown in figurel 2. The 
metal layer plug configuration is shown in figure 12. Aspects of wafer processing are 
taught throughout with paragraph (0033) specifically teaching wafer processing relative 
to alignment marks. Figure 1 shows lump patterns 4 and figures 5 and 6 show lump 
patterns 3, arranged to form a cyclically staggered array referred to by Matsumoto et al 
as a M diagonally forward skipped arrangement". Lump patterns formed in a cyclically 
staggered array are also shown in figures 7-9. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected. 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/8/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Matsumoto et al is deemed to teach the features of the invention 
substantially item for item. The three features that the applicant argues that the 
reference of Matsumoto et al lacks are indeed taught by Matsumoto et al. Whereby the 
(1) use of low dielectric constant material is taught in paragraph (0008), (2) the 
"cyclically staggered array" is taught many figures in such as 1, 5, 7-9 and referred to by 
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Matsumoto et al as a " diagonally forward skipped arrangement" and (3) the various 
figures of Matsumoto et al clearly show and lump patterns within and paving said scribe 
line in figure 1 for example whereby lump patterns 4 are shown formed in a cyclical 
arrangement and an arrow points to them being located in the scribe line region and 
thereby paving said line region.
